Customers can choose to pay an Air Carriage premium and receive the same delivery 


standard as letters sent by Ordinary Post, based on a before 12 noon lodgement. 


For Air Carriage, articles are to be contained in Air Carriage bags 
/trays, with the relevant Print Post Air Carriage Label attached. 
Customers need to complete the Print Post bag /tray label in 
the same way as the surface carriage tray labels. It is important 
for air carriage that the correct destination label is used, as 
tabled below.
